The above advertisements, which ap- 
peared in the personal column of a 
hewspaper last Sunday morning, have 
in them the story of the return of a 
prodigal under circumstances at once 
pathetic and unusual. 

The address given in the second ad- 
vertisement is that of the late Rev. 
John F. Koestering, a retired Lutheran 
minister, whose body was found in a 
Cheltenham clay quarry Jan. 21, with 
his skull crushed. 

It is hoped that the 
will restore to his family a son of Mr. 
Koestering, who had not been heard 
from for 20 years until nis father was 
dead and buried. 

Sees Blessing Even in Death. 

Mrs. Koestering said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Thursday: 

“God's ways are wonderful. Perhaps 
the awful death of Mr. Koestering was 
necessary to bring Martin back to his 
family.’’ 

“Martin” is the “T. G. M. K.’’ 
oressed in the advertisements. 

Twenty years ago Martin Koestering, 
then in the full flush ef his young man- 
heed, chafed at the though of becom- 
ing a minister. For two years he had 
been studying fer the ministry, but he 
did net want to settle down, as had his 
father, for the wanderlust was strong 
in him, 

He disappeared from home, and al- 
theugh his family tried to find him and 
induce him to return, nothing was heard 
ef him until the following Christmas 
day he walked in and spent the holi- 
day with his mother. Ie left that 
night, promising to come back in two 
weeks. That was the last seen or heard 
ef him by his family until the day of 
his father’s funeral, 20 vears later. 

Two years after his Christmas day 
dinner his mother died, and another ef- 
fert was made te find him, which extend- 
ed over several years, but altheugh the 
gearch was exhaustive, he could not be 
feund, and eventually he was given up 
fer dead, and whenever his name was 
mentioned in the family it was with 
the reverence and regret with which 
the dead are spoken ef by those whe 
leved them. 


Letter Tells Whereabouts. 
When the family returned from the 


funeral of Mr. Koestering they found a 
Jetter which the postman had shoved 
‘under the door. It was opened with in- 
difference, which was turned to amaze- 
ment and joy when it was found to 

be from the wanderer. It was as a 
message from the dead to the mourn- 
ing sisters anid brothers, who had gath- 
ered at the home from afar. It was 
signed “Brether Martin.”’ 

Martin Koestering, in tho letter. 
which was written in Denver, said he 
had been horrified and shocked to pick 
up a Denver paper of Friday, Jan. 22. 
in which was an account of the ter- 
Fible death of his father. If the family 
would forgive him for his long neg. 
lect and if he would be welcomed by 
his brethers and sisters, he would come 
heme, He gave no address as to where 
a letter would reach him, bu- asked 
that advertisemenfs be placed in a St. 
Leulg Sunday paper if he was welcome. 
If he did not see an advertisement he 
weuld take it that they did not want 
to see him, he said, and would remain 
awey.

Here are some of the striking 
passages in Mr. Hadley’s comprehensive 
article: 

“It was entirely unnecessary for Mr. 
Archbold to urge upon his readers that 
the Standard wil Trust is a powerful 
and successful commercial organization, 
or that it has adopted many useful and 
important economies in the conduct of 
its extensive and diversified business. 
But his denial of the often repeated 
charge that the business success of the 
Standard Oil Trust has been largely con- 
tributed to by unlawful special favors 
from railroad companies can hardly be 
accepted as conclusive, contradicted as 
it is by testimony in numerous cases 
and investigations. And when the 
amount and frequency of these special 
privileges which have been conclusively 
proven to exist are considered, the state- 
ment is clearly justified that the abil- 
ity of the Standard O!l Trust to defeat 
competition and achieve its remarkable 
success has been due to illegal privileges 
from railroad companies more than to 
any other one cause. 
that during the early period of its ex- 
istence it had contracts with railroad 
companies by which it secured a rebate 
of. from ten to sixty-eight per cent on 
the published tariffs of the roads on all 
oll that it shipped. This would have 
been an advantage over competitors 
which would have satisfied the avarice 
of most people. But not so with the 
geniuses of the Standard Oil Trust. They 
demanded and received the same amount 
as a rebate upon the shipments of their 
competitors, who were compelled to pay 
the full tariff rate by the railroads. 

“Thus, the Standard Oil Trust had a 
cunningly-devised scheme by which it 
would profit through the business done 
by ita competitors. If the oil dealers 
in competition with th@ Standard’ Oil 
Trust persisted in their effort to con- 
tinue this unequal contest, then every 
additional gallon of oll that they shipped 
increased the revenues of the Standard 
Oil Trust doubtless more than it did 
those of the independent dealers. 


Discrimination in Missouri. 

‘In a hearing held within the course 
of the last two years before the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners of the State 
of Missouri, on the complaint of inde- 
pendent oil dealers, it was shown that 
the Missouri Pacific Railway Co. had 
established a rate upon oil of 17 cents 
a hundred from Kansas ‘City to’ St. 
Louis, and 22 cents a hundred from St. 
Louis to Kansas City. The explanation 
of this unjustifiable discrimination was 
that the Standard Oil Trust had a re- 
finery at Kansas City from which it 
shipped oil to St. Louis, while the In- 
dependent ojl dealers at Kansas City 
received their oil from independent re- 
fineries which shipped from St. Louis to 
Kansas City. Thus it cost the inde- 
pendent oil dealers 5 cents a hundred 
more to get their oil from St. Louis to 
Kansas City than it cost the Standard 
Oll Trust to send its oil from Kansas 
City to St. Louls. And while the Stand- 
ard Ol! Trust was shipping its oil from 
Whiting to East St. Louis, a distance 
of 281 miles, at the rate of 6 cents a 
hundred, the independeut refineries in 
the Kansas and Oklahoma 
were compelled to pay 17 cents a hun- 
dred to ship their oil less than 100 miles 
to commercial centers in the State of 
Missouri. 

‘The fact that it has been necessary 
for the Standard Oil Trust to have dif- 
ferent corporations as agencies through 
which it did business has not justified 
its policy of maintaining pirate or bo- 
gus cOmpanies which, while pretending 
to be competitors of the Standard Oil 
Trust, were in reality owned by it. 
Thus, in the Central West, the Standard 
Oll Trust maintained the Republic Oil 
Co., which pretended to be a competitor 
of the Standard O!l interests, but in 
reality preyed upon the business of in- 
dependent oil companies. This company 
‘took over the property and continued 
the business of the former well-known 
firm of independent ofl dealers of Scho- 
field, Bhurmer & Teagle of Cleveland, 
©. The tnceorporators of the Republic 
Oll Co. were inconspicuous employes of 
different Standard Ot! companies, and 
one of the incorporators testified that 
at the direction of one of the leading 
officials of the Standard Ol Trust he 
signed a fictitious name and address to 
the articles of incorporation, in order 
that it might not become known that 
the Republic Oil Co. was a Standard 
in! interest. This company was aban- 
doned, and its business turned over to 
the Standard Oi] Co. of Indiana, when

“One instance will serve as an illus- 
tration of many. L. C. Lohmann, one 
of the leading business men of Jefferson 
City, the capital of Missouri, tried to 
sell oil purchased of independent oil 
companies located in Ohio and West 
Virginia. When he ordered a shipment 
of oil, the price would be reduced in 
Jefferson City below the price at which 
he had been able to purchase it from 
the refinery before his shipment 
reached St. Louis. When he had finally 
sold out his .supply of oil the price 
would then be raised so high in Jeffer- 
son City by the Standard Oll Co. that 
he could buy its ofl of retail dealers in 
St. Louis and elsewhere, ship it to Jef- 
ferson City and sell it at a profit for a 
lower price than the Standard O!l Co.'s 
oil was being sold there. Finally, exas- 
perated apparently by Mr. Lohmann’s 
persistency, the Standard Ol Co. in- 
duced the three railroads entering the 
State capital to refuse to carry oil to 
Mr. Lohmann. And when Mr. Lohmann, 
in a suit with the Standard Oi! Co., 
claimed that it wag violating the anti- 
trust laws of the State, and subpenaed 
its agents with his books and records, 
it was claimed that the books and rec- 
ords had been burned. and the case was 
settled. 

“The companies with which these con- 
troversies occurred was the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co., a subsidiary company of 





the Stang&rd Oil Trust, owned and con- 
trolled by it.’’

“Tf the efforts of the National Gov- 
ernment and the several states to dis- 
solve the present organization of the 
Standard Oil Trust, punish it for its 
wrong-doing, and compel it to conduct 
its business in accordance with the laws 
of the Nation and the states, are suc- 
cessful, it will mean much in a financial 
way to the American poeple. This will 
be true because it will mean that the 
law of supply and demand and free and 
unrestricted competition will again ob- 
tain in regulating the cost of the raw 
material and the refined product. But 
the benefit that will be derived in the 
moral lessons that will be thereby 
taught will be far greater than the 
benefits in dollars and cents.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Gov.

Rear Admiral Cowles told the House 
Naval Committee about it. The mes- 
sage was sent by the battleship Louisi- 
ana when the fleet was sailing down the 
Atlantic Coast of North America on its 
trip to the Pacific. Because the fleet 
was so long out of close communica- 
tion it required a long time to investl- 
gate the matter. The wireless station 
at Point Loma, Cal., captured - mes- 
sage and announced it. 

The feat was so remarkable, in view 
of the fact that no station of the At- 
lantic Coast had taken it, that there 
was doubt of the accuracy of the re- 
port. But the matter has been investi- 
gated, the exact time of sending and 
receiving the message obtained, and the 
fact that it was both sent and received 
has been fully authenticated. 

It would have been about 6000 miles 
by direct line from the point of send- 
ing to that of receiving; but taking into 
consideration other factors—the fact 
that very high mountains intervened 
and that other wireless stations in 
North America missed the dispatch—it 
is seriously suggested that the message 
went around the world the other way, 
crossed the Eastern Continent and the 
Pacific, and actually represents the feat

“There is absolutely no excuse 
ehild labor,’’ Mrs. Hecker told her lear- 
ers. “We must not sacrifice the com- 
ing generation to the greed of com- 
mercialism. Society and the state are 
solemniy obligated to furnish industrial 
schools or institutions where children 
may receive practical and literary train- 
ing for future usefulness. 

Witnessed Clog Dance. 

“Children or young girls should 
be permitted to work in factories be- 
cause the mora! influence is not suited 
to their innocent years. Only a few 
days ago, when | was going up ina 
factory elevator | saw a woman of 
about my own age doing a clog dance 
with her skirts held above her knees 
before an audience of men and girls. 

“The language one hears around the 
rocms when the giris and men are at 
linch is sometimes sickening. Every 
woman who is the mother of a daugh- 
ter should be interested in work con- 
ducive to the preservation of good 
wnerals in factories, mills and work- 
shops. 

“Jt ig to the large and ever-increasing 
class of our working female population 
‘to which we must look to repeople our 
land when those now living have passed 
away. 

Abuse Weakens Women. 

“The abuse and exhaustion of strength 
of these women unfits them for mother- 
hood, and the children of cripples and 
Invalids will be born into the world 
weakened in mind and morals and are 
likely to becDme a serious charge and 
burden to society and the State. In 
view of ‘this fact, can laws forbidding 
women to engagge {1 improper work 
be reasonably objected to? 

“Employers take excellent care of the 
machinery of tie mills and factories, 
but when an emplove is injured, or when 
he sickens and dies, the owner of the 
plant suffers no loss, another laborer 
can be found who is willing or forced to 
enter the same position and to take the 
game risks which disabled the predeces- 
gor. These are some of the reasons why 
the State should prescribe wholesome 
regulations and = restrictions against 
these dangers and evils. 

Cheap Theaters Condemned. 

“Cheap theaters are a terrible menace 
to the young, especially the bovs and 
girls who are working during the day 
and who stay out until midnight watch- 
ing the moving pictures. I have known 
boys to steal from their mothers to get 
the pennies to go to these shows. On 
a tour of inspection a few nights ago, 
I found two girls under 15 years old who 
were the center of attraction for a 
crowd of nine young men. This was 
after 11 o'clock at night.”’

DUCTORS PUT 
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Unique Surgical Operation Is 
Expected to Save Life 
of Patient. 





NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—Two 
Surgeons at Bellevue Hospital last night 
performed an operation which is said to 
be unique in surgical history. Nearly 
two months ago Michael Fitzpatrick, a 
‘‘trusty’’ in the Tombs Prison, fell down 
an elevator shaft and broke his back. 
He was removed to Bellevue but it was 
thought nothing could be done for him. 

He clung to life tenaciously and Dr. 
Milton FE. Lewis and Dr. Dudley EF. Con- 
ley> who were graduated from Columbia 
Medical School last year, became much 
interested in his case. Four of Fitz- 
patrick s vertebrae were broken and the 
ragged edges were pressing against the 
spine, paralyzing the entire body. 

The operation consisted in cutting off 
the ends of these vertebrae with a cres- 
ent-shaped saw and winding the stubs 
with tissue rubber, making a cushion 
of each. It was believed last night that 
the operation had been entirely success- 
ful. Iitzpatrick must remain for sey- 
eral months on a rubber water bed.

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THE LATE FRANK R. O’NEIL.

In the death of Frank R. O'Neil the Post-Dis- 
patch suffers a great loss and the city and people 
of St. Louis lose a servant of the highest integ- 
rity, whose best life work really meant labor for 
the public good, labor all the more honorable 
because it was voluntary, uncompelled by public 
oath or office, unrewarded by public applause 
or public recompense.

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MR. CORTELYOU IN HIS OWN BEHALF. 

Called upon by resolutions of the United 
States Senate to make a complete statement as 
to the operations of the Treasury during the 
financial disturbance of last fall, Secretary Cor- 
telyou has the honor to report that he alone 
dispelled the panic. 

It is probable that the archives of the Gov- 
ernment might be searched in vain for such 
another indorsement by a department chief 
of his own performances. Like Providence, if 
we are to give full faith and credit to this re- 
markable state paper, Mr. Cortelyou does al! 
things wisely and well. 

In spite of all this self laudation, however, 
the fact ‘remains that sound financiers hold that, 
except for the prompt liberation of Treasury 
funds, everything that was done by the Secre- 
tary was a hindrance rather than a help to 
business. His spectacular bond sales were a 
farce and if they had not been at length ef- 
fected largely in the nature of “wash” transac- 
tions they would have done vastly more harm 
than good. 

There is grave reason to believe that the 
operations of the Treasury in this respect were 
contrary to law and it is to be inferred that 
the Senate’s inquiry was made with this 
thought in mind. Certain it is that the Secre- 
tary’s report was written in the light of that 
idea, for from first to last it is a plea of justifi- 
cation. 

In one respect Mr. Cortelyou is wholly can- 
did as well as accurate, and that is in his asser- 
tion that Congress by appropriate legislation 
should relieve the Secretary of the Treasury of 
the duty—or the temptation as some people 
would call it—of hastening to the rescue of Wall 
street whenever it engages in one of its period- 
ical and inevitable sprees. 

If to save the gamblers of the New York Stock 
Exchange from their own folly be the chief end 
of government and statesmanship, it will have 
to be admitted that the present head of the 
Treasury Department did all that was becom- 
ing to a man who expects soon to engage in 
business in the vicinity of that institution, but 
it may well be doubted whether the people at 
large profited much by his activity. 

There are too many wires between Wall street 
and the Treasury. Too many New York banks 
live off Wall street. Too many Treasury offi- 
cials have Wall street positions in view. Mr. 
Cortelyou’s extremely wordy report does not 
say this, but it shows it. 
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RUBBERNECK SOCIOLOGY IN ST. LOUIS. 

The Sage Foundation Fund and the St. Louis 
School of Philanthropy recently undertook to 
compyte the “cost of living” in St. Louis. There 
would have been no objection to the plan except 
that it involved a house-to-house inquiry. This 
feature of the benevolent program is viewed by 
the Central Trades and Labor Union as a piece 
of impertinence. 

At least the Central Trades and Labor Union 
has the constitution on its side. While sociol- 
ogists have a clear right to compile and compute 
to their heart’s content, our constitutional for- 
bears took pains to be express in securing to 
the citizen immunity in his home against pry- 
ing eyes, in accordance with the maxim that 
every man’s house is his castle. 

Long before the forbears wrote it down in 
the enumeration of our liberties, the eloquent 
Chatham made this declaration: ‘The poorest 
man may, in his cottage, bid defiance to all the 
forces of the Crown. It may be frail: its roof 
may shake; the wind may blow through it; the 
storm may enter; but the King of England may 
not enter.” Nor might the King stick his nose 
in the doorway and demand to know how much 
the porridge cost. 

By the same token in this country we may 








| beg to be excused when a pious investigator sum- 


mons us to the threshold to impale us on the 
point of personal inquiry for the purpose of card- 
ing us like a butterfly or sticking us into a 
gatalogue of statistics. It is bad enough to have 
to tell the census taker our age, without having 
to stand and let an economist: look at our teeth. 
We are something more than phenomena or data; 
nor is the grocery bill something which he who 
runs may read. The self-respecting American 
citizen no more proposes to be stood on the 
doorsill and scrutinized through the myopic 
lenses of long-haired sociology than to be squint- 
ed at through the lorgnettes of a supercilious 
charity. 

If it be true that one-half of the world does 
not know “how the other half lives,” it may 
safely be added that it is none of the one-half’s 
business. And when it presumes to make it its 
business it is as often guided by vulgar curiosity 
as by disinterested and so-called “worthy” mo- 
tives, which in themselves involve very often 
a measure of affectation. Philanthropy loves 
nothing better than slumming and when it ts 
not merely slumming it is likely to be a busy- 
body. Socio-economics never got any results to 
speak of and perhaps it combines as many ele- 
ments of offense-giving as any other branch of 
the business. 

American slang and humor never combined 
to do a better day’s work than when they coined 
“Rubberneck”—a word that fairly well describes 
those who would smell of our coffee pots and ask 
to look at our recelpted bills. 
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Senator Aldrich’s emergency currency bill has 
been modified to some extent in the interest of 
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‘Western banking institutions. It would be a 





great mistake to provide for $500,000,000 of brand- 
new money and not afrange matters 60 that 
some of it would be issued in the West where 
Wall street can borrow it. 

Nearly all victims of footpads are first felled 
by a blow on the head. In St. Louis those who 
have nothing worth stealing are pummeled once 
more, for revenge. Thus new terrors are added 
to poverty, and men who have the least get the 
most. 
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If they really want a primary law it will occur 
to the people of Illinois one of these days that a 
good way to get one would be to elect a Legisla- 
ture favorable to the project.

Open the 
throat wide, as was described in the 
preceding talk; now start your note by 
the pressure of the breath. The physi- 
cal sensation should be first an effort 
on the part of the diaphragm to press 
the air up against the chest box; then 
the sensation of a perfectly open throat, 
and lastly the sensation that the air is 
passing freely into the cavities of the 
head. 

The quantity of sound is controlled 
by the breath. In diminishing the tone 
the opening of the throat remains the 
same. Only the quantity of breath giv- 
en forth is diminished. That is done 
by the diaphragm muscles. 
¢ ‘‘Filare la voce,” to spin the voice 
from a tiny little thread into a breadth 
of sound and then diminish again, is 
one of the most beautiful effects in 
singing. It is accomplished by the con- 
trol of the breath, and its perfect ac- 
complishment means complete mastery 


of the greatest difficulty in learning to 
sing.

In my years of study and work I have developed my own breathing capa- 
city until Vam somewhat the despair of the fashionable modiste, but I haye 
a diaphragm and a breath on which I can rely at all times. : 

In learning to breathe, it ix well to think of the lungs as empty sacks, into 
which the air is dropping like a weight; so that you think first of filling the 
bottom of your lungs; then the middle part, and so on until no more air ¢an 
be inhaled. Inhale in short breaths through the nose. This, of course, is only 
Now begin to exhale from the bottom 
of the lungs first. Exhale slowly, and feel as if you were pushing the air against 
the chest. If you can get this sensation, later, when singing, it will nelp you 
very greatly to get control of the breath and to avoid sending too much breath 


The breath must be rent out in an even, steady flow. 

You will notice when you begin to sing, if you watch yourself very care- 
fully, that first you will try and inhale too much air. Secondly, you will either 
force it all out at once, making a. breathy note, or in trying to control the flow 
of air by the diaphragm you will suddenly cease to send it forth at all and will 
be making the sound by pressure from the throat.

Wednesday night he missed 
ohe long shot after another and Hues- 
tou cleaned up. 

‘Both men displayed great gameness. 
Keogh was as and quiet as ever, 
and when Hueston needed but 17 balls 
16 win and he had to get 60 odd, the 
Buffalo man playea his best pool. Hues- 
ton was not denied, and aithough Keogh 
played sterling safety even in che last 
frame, Ifueston tore off an almost im- 
possible long shot and then sent anh- 
other ball in the side for ithe two neces- 
sary to give him the match. 

Wants Match With De Oro. 

After the match Hueston made an 
unique proposition. Although he has 
won the championship emblem, he con- 
siders that his title is not quite clear 
as long as Alfredo De Oro remains un- 
defeated. De Oro was rormer champion, 
but forfeited. Hueston offers to play 
De Oro a 600-point match for $500 a side 
and to allow his opponent BW points 
handicap. WHueston will not be forced 
to play for the emblem, as it is out of 
competition now. De Oro is in St. Louis 
at present playing briliards. 

Every seat was filled, every inch of 
standing room was taken and many 
men were turned away Wednesday 
night. In all nearly 400 persons’ wit- 
nessed the game. Few indeed but re- 
mained to the finish, as after Hueston’s 
uphill fight and Keogh’s game finish 
both men were credited with a chance 
to win out. 

Hueston Off With Rush. 

When the match started at 8:10 p. m., 
Keogh having pocketed the last ball 
Tuesday night, had the privilege of 
breaking. Hueston missed a combina- 
tion shot and scattered the balis, but 
Keogh was nervous and ran only two 
balls. Tlueston pocketed six and missed. 
Keogh ran the remaining seven balls 
on the table. Hueston got 14 balls out 
of the next frame, which started him 
off in the lead. 

Keogh had a bit of bad luck in the 
next frame. After Hueston had missed

A combination that went, 
followed by some careful shooting, gave 
Hueston 15 more points. 

Buffaloman Misses Long Shots. 

Keogh again tried for the open shot 
after the break, but missed, and it was 
the same old story, only Keogh pock- 
eted the last’ ball when Hueston got 
poor position. Again Keogh was tempt- 
ed to go after the long shot in the 
next frame. this aim was no better 
than before and 15 more balls on the 
champion’s string was the result. Hues- 
ton got the best of the next two frames 
also because Keogh could not pocket the 
balls from the upper end of the table. 

Gradually Nears the Finish. 

Hueston began to miss the long shots 
that he had been making.

New York Institutions Are 
Expected to Pay Deposi- 
tors in Full.

NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—Bank examiners 
took active charge today of the affairs 
of the New Amsterdam Bank and the 
Mechanics and Traders Bank, a State 
institution, both of which closed théir 
doors yesterday. These were included 
ir the Morse-Heinze-Thomas chain of 
banks, and after the closing of the Na- 
tional Bank of North America a few 
days ago there had been what amounted 
to a run on them. 

When the strain began, the Clearing 
House declined to further extend their 
credit. Fearing heavier withdrawals to- 
day, the officials of both banks de- 
cided last night to close their doors 
today. 

Action Was Expected. 

‘ Although this action was not unex- 
pected among the bankers and well-in- 
formed men in the financial world, it 
found many of the bankers unprepared 
and caused them much inconvenience. 
As a result of the closing of these banks 
several others not in the important class 
met heavy withdrawals of deposits this 
morning. 

One of these was the Oriental Bank, 
where quite a run of depositors began 
as soon as the office was open for busi- 
ness. All depositors were paid prompt- 
ly and President Hugh Kelly announced 
that 12 other institutions had come to 
thé aid of the bank and that he hoped 
to be able to withstand the drain. 

Other Banks Strong. 

State Superintendent of Banks Wi)l- 

hams, who came down from Albany last 


and Traders Bank, said today that the 
general condition of banking institu- 
tions in this city is good and that weak- 
ness has developed only in special in- 
stances. 

The New Amsterdam banks capital is 
$1,000,000, and it has individual deposits 
of $2,08,272. The Mechanics and Trad- 
ers’ Bank is capitalized at $2,000,000. 
No statement of its deposits is yet ob- 
tainable. 

Will Pay in Full. 

The depositors in the New Amsterdam 
will probably not lose a dollar. It is 
also claimed that the Mechanics and 
Traders was solvent at the close of busi- 
ness yesterday, and that its depositors 
will not lose a dollar. Both banks were 
closed to prevent runs on them today.
